A private school may file a complaint to DPI if the LEA did not:
* Provide timely and meaningful consultation with the private school;
* Give due consideration to the views of private school officials; or

 Make adecision that treats the private school or its students equitably.

To file a complaint, a private school shall provide the appropriate officials:
* the basis of the noncompliance and
« supporting documentation.

The LEA shall provide the appropriate officials:
« supporting documentation.

Keep in mind: If the LEA and private school disagree on the services, the LEA must

provide the reason why in writing to the private schools. (sections 1117(b)(2) and 8501(c)(2))
